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President Obama on Monday announces proposals that would target U.S. companies that 
abuse offshore tax shelters, saying his policy could generate $21 billion a year in new taxes, ap 


Obama’s plan to target 
loopholes could be 
tough sell in Congress

President Obama proposed Monday to raise 
taxes on the overseas profits of U.S. compa- 
nies and to go after evaders who abuse off- 
shore tax shelters. 

In announcing a series of steps aimed 
at overhauling the U.S. tax code, Obama 
complained that existing law makes it pos- 
sible to “pay lower taxes if you create a job 
in Bangalore, India, than if you create one in 
Buffalo, New York.” 

The proposal will be a hard sell in Congress. 
Sen. Max Baucus of Montana, chairman of 
the tax-writing Senate Finance Committee, 
offered a tepid response. 

“Further study is needed to assess the 
impact of this plan on U.S. businesses,” said 
Baucus, a Democrat. “I want to make certain 
that our tax policies are fair and support the 
global competitiveness of U.S. businesses.” 

The president said he wants to prevent 
U.S. companies from deferring tax payments 
by keeping profits in foreign countries rather 
than recording them at home and called for 
more transparency in bank accounts that 
Americans hold in notorious tax havens like 
the Cayman Islands. 

“If financial institutions won’t cooperate 
with us, we will assume that they are shelter- 
ing money in tax havens and act accordingly,” 
Obama said. 

During much of his long campaign for the 
White House, Obama campaigned for an 


overhaul and simplification of the code. At the 
White House event Monday, he said his new 
proposals would generate an average of about 
$21 billion a year in new taxes. That would 
amount to only about 2 percent of next year’s 
projected deficit of $1.2 trillion, however. 

Under his plan, companies would not be 
able to write off domestic expenses for gener- 
ating profits abroad. The goal is to reduce the 
incentive for U.S. companies to base all or part 
of their operations in other countries. 

Obama said the government also is hiring 
nearly 800 new IRS agents to enforce the U.S. 
tax code. 

Congress is expected to resist significant 
portions of Obama’s plan.

The French are living up to their 
image as lovers of food and can add a 
new love to the mix, sleep, according 
to a survey released Monday In fact, 
the French excel at the two leisure 
activities, spending more time at table 
and in bed than many other nations. 

The Paris-based Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development looked at the use of lei- 
sure time among 18 of its 30 member 
countries. 

Norwegians spend the most time at 
leisure, just over a quarter of their day, 
while at the low end, Mexicans spend 
just 16 percent of their time having 
fun. 

The French still win in the sleeping 
and eating categories, spending on 
average nearly 9 hours a day in bed. 
For the French, leisure continues in 
the waking hours, with more than 2 
hours a day spent eating and drink- 
ing— nearly twice as much time at 
the table as Americans, Canadians or 
Mexicans. Americans also like their 
sleep, spending some 8.5 hours a day 
doing just that. 

PACKING ON THE POUNDS 

Despite the moderate amount of 
time Americans spend eating each 
day-about an hour and a quarter-U.S. 
obesity rates are the highest in the 30- 
member OECD, with 34 percent of the 
population with a Body Mass Index over 
the critical 30 mark. The lowest obesity 
rates are found in Korea, followed by 
Japan, both of which clock in at the low 
end of the sleep spectrum as well.

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The privatization of parking, which quadrupled rates, has led 
to confusion and lots of ticketing, driving Chicagoans crazy

Professional photographer Cica Friedman got an unintentional snapshot of Chicago’s troubled 
parking-meter system when she went looking for justice over a ticket that she’s adamant she did not 
deserve. 

For her effort, Friedman wasted part of a day and got slapped with a $100 fine— double the original 
violation. Her problems started with a broken parking meter, she said. 

Many other drivers also complain they are not beating the rap caused by bad tickets since City 
Hall turned over the management of about 36,000 parking meters to a private company in February. 
Problems have soared, ranging from jammed coin slots to inaccurate parking information posted on 
meters, to overzealous ticketing, drivers across the city said. 

Meanwhile, at Chicago’s quasi-courthouse at 400 W. Superior St. where parking meter cases are 
heard, business has been brisk ever since the city leased the meters for almost $1.2 billion to Chicago 
Parking Meters LLC. 

Friedman and other drivers interviewed in the past week while they tried to contest alleged meter 
violations complained that parking in the city— where meter rates quadrupled this year— is akin to 
spinning a roulette wheel. 



Friedman told the administrative law officer 
handling her case last week that she scribbled a 
note explaining her three quarters were accept- 
ed by a parking meter on Roosevelt Road near 
a fabric store, but that no time had registered. 
She folded the note and stuffed it into the 
meter’s coin slot, only to return from her shop- 
ping a short time later to find a ticket on her 
car, Friedman testified. 

City law allows drivers to park at malfunction- 
ing meters without risking a fine. But adminis- 
trative law officer Robert Sussman found her 
liable for the ticket because Friedman failed 
to request a hearing within seven days of the 
alleged violation in February 
The missed deadline prevented Friedman 
from presenting her case, Sussman said. 
Friedman protested that in fact she immediately 
responded to contest the ticket. Did you send it 
by certified mail? Sussman asked, pointing out 
she would have had a postal receipt to show 
“I didn’t know I needed to,” Friedman 


replied. 

She also said she never received a notice that 
Sussman, reading from the case record, said was 
subsequently mailed to her home. 

Finally, on April 27, Friedman said, she 
received a subsequent follow-up letter warn- 
ing that she must pay the escalated fine— now 
$100 —by April 24. Friedman showed up at the 
hearing facility on April 27, but it was too late. 

“I feel terrible because this is not fair,” 
Friedman said outside the hearing room. “I 
have to pay $100 for something that is not 
my fault. If I challenge the decision in {Cook 
County] Circuit Court, it will cost me $97 to 
file the appeal, so what’s the point?” 

LAZ Parking, the management company 
hired by Chicago Parking Meters LLC, is 
responsible for repairing broken meters, like 
the one Friedman encountered, within two 
days of problems being reported. The company 
is now “at or very near to meeting that contrac- 
tual requirement,” said Ed Walsh, spokesman 


for the Chicago Department of Revenue. 

Returning to his car with seven minutes still 
registering on the meter’s screen was apparent- 
ly too late to spare Clifton Paige from the $50 
“expired meter” ticket placed on his Chevrolet 
Caprice, he told a hearing officer. 

Paige, a truck driver who was laid off in 
February, said “the meter maid wrote the tick- 
et ahead of time, assuming that I wouldn’t get 
back to the meter before my time expired.” 

But administrative law officer Jerome Katz 
found Paige liable for the violation. Katz noted 
that Paige had previously arranged with the city 
to pay a backlog of parking tickets. 

“They pretty much do what they want to 
do,” Paige said outside the hearing room about 
the “judges,” who actually are lawyers work- 
ing for the city Department of Administrative 
Hearings, an independent agency created in 
1997 to serve as a quasi-judicial tribunal for 
adjudicating municipal ordinance violations. 

As he left the building and turned the corner 


onto Hudson Avenue where his Caprice was 
parked at a meter, Paige’s face stiffened when 
he realized yet another parking ticket was on 
his windshield. But there was no doubt about 
the violation this time: The meter flashed red, 
signaling no time left. 

“I didn’t have 25 quarters in my pockets to feed 
the meter enough,” Paige said in disgust. “With 
all these tickets, at least I feel like I’m doing my 
part to help the city out of its deficit.” 

Not everyone leaves parking court with a 
frown, however. Taxi driver Susa Ljubisa is liv- 
ing proof. 

The hearing officer who handed Ljubisa’s 
case ruled that the cabbie should not have been 
ticketed in March for parking at a broken meter 
in the 2000 block of West Avenue. 

“I put quarters in the meter, but it said 
‘FAIL,’ ” Ljubisa told the hearing officer, who 
voided the $60 citation, based on a phone call 
that Ljubisa and possibly other drivers placed 
to the city to report the inoperable meter.

LAZ Parking, a company that 
does business in 16 states and 
brings in more than $200 mil- 
lion annually, was poorly pre- 
pared to take over Chicago’s 
parking meters when the hand- 
off from the city took place on 
Feb. 13, the firm acknowledges. 

It relied heavily on mall secu- 
rity guards and workers from a 
temporary job-placement agen- 
cy-all with no experience in 
the parking industry — to repro- 
gram the city’s approximately 
36,000 meters and change over 
the decals that provide drivers 
with rates and rules, company 
officials said. 

But LAZ did not have nearly enough of the hand-held devices that 
shoot an infrared beam to reset the meters so that they provided the 
correct amount of time for each quarter inserted into the coin slot, 
according to workers hired for the task. 

“The city has three types of meters,” said a worker on the project 
who did not want to be identified. “We had plenty of devices to repro- 
gram two kinds of meters, but not nearly enough for the last type. As 
a result, the new stickers being put on the meters did not match what 
many of the meters were charging.” 

LAZ found that many of the city’s meters were inoperable because 
the 9 -volt batteries that power the meters were dead, company offi- 
cials said. But LAZ did not have an inventory of batteries to solve the 
problem. 

“One day, I saw a supervisor hand a guy $20 and he told him to go 
to Home Depot to buy some batteries,” a worker said. “You pay the 
city over $1 billion for the parking meter concession and you’re buying 
batteries in $20 batches?” 

LAZ crews working out of a city Department of Revenue facility on 
Ashland Avenue were told to test old batteries to determine if they had 
enough power left and could be reinstalled in meters, workers said. 

The company, which previously announced plans to correct prob- 
lems with broken meters and other issues by early April, is now “off 
to a great start fixing it,” said Alan Lazowski, LAZ chairman and chief 
executive officer. 

Lazowski asked for patience, saying the 75-year concession agree- 
ment between the city and Chicago Parking Meters LLC “is unique, 
never been done on this scale in any part of the country” He said LAZ 
has “gotten on top of problems.” 

As of late last week, the city counted 278 inoperable meters, accord- 
ing to the Chicago Department of Revenue. 

“City personnel continue to audit [the concessionaire] and per- 
form inspections to ensure meters are functioning properly,” Revenue 
Department spokesman Ed Walsh said. 

LAZ has installed about 100 pay-and-display parking boxes that 
accept credit cards as well as quarters. The new boxes have replaced 
old, unreliable meters on parts of Clark, Ohio, Ontario, Division and 
Wells Streets, Lazowski said.

Coffee competition heats up

On Tuesday, McDonald’s begins a massive 
advertising blitz to persuade customers to 
associate its famous “Me” prefix with fancy 
coffee. Meanwhile, coffee king Starbucks 
Corp. has launched its own ad assault. 

McDonald’s foray into specialty coffee is its 
biggest product launch since breakfast in the 
1970s. The coffee initiative is a direct threat 
to troubled Starbucks, though it’s also an 
expensive risk for the Oak Brook, Ill.-based 
fast-food giant. 

McDonald’s has been gradually rolling out 
specialty coffee since late 2006. Now, it’s mov- 
ing from regional to full-bore national adver- 
tising. 

The first spots focus on mochas and iced 
coffee drinks. The ads highlight the name 
McDonald’s has chosen for its coffee lineup: 
McCafe. 

“We are establishing the brand of McCafe,” 
said Neil Golden, McDonald’s chief U.S. mar- 


keting officer. 

In one TV ad, words like “chore” and “rinse” 
are given accent marks on the “e” so they 
rhyme with McCafe. That spot ends with the 
phrase, “McCafe your day” 

Golden wouldn’t say how much McDonald’s 
is spending on the blitz. 

On Sunday, Starbucks unveiled its own new 
marketing offensive with a full-page ad in The 
New York Times. “There is a danger of cof- 
fee becoming commoditized to where it’s all 
about the easiest access and the cheapest price 
point,” said Terry Davenport, Starbucks’ chief 
marketing officer. Indeed, one of Starbucks 
new ads reads: “Beware of a cheaper cup of 
coffee. It comes with a price.” 

A shot at McDonald’s? “It’s broader than 
that,” Davenport said. “We know there’s a lot 
of competition.” 

And what about Starbucks’ timing: A pre- 
emptive ad strike at McDonald’s? Nope, just 
a coincidence, Davenport said.

Teen escapes family slaying 


□ LAKELAND, Fla. A 34-year-old father 
who shot and killed his wife and two 
young sons fell over a bicycle and missed 
another son before killing himself on the 
front lawn of their house, authorities said 
Monday 

The surviving 13-year-old boy escaped 
through the garage as his father fired a rifle at 
him, the Polk County Sheriff’s Department 
said. 

Investigators said Troy Ryan Bellar fatally 
shot his wife, Wendy Bellar, 31, and their 


5-month-old and 8 -year-old sons before kill- 
ing himself late Sunday in Lakeland. They 
said they had not found any suicide note and 
a motive for the killings remained unclear. 

Sheriff’s Department spokesman Scott 
Wilder said Wendy Bellar tried to leave the 
home with two of the children after a fight 
with her husband. 

“It’s a very, very angry and selfish and 
cowardly person who murdered his family,” 
Wilder said. “What motive or what explana- 
tion can you give?” 


Wilder said Troy Bellar chased 13-year- 
old Nathan Bellar through their garage, but 
tripped over a bicycle and fell. The father’s 
gun discharged, but he got back up and fired 
at least two more rounds before killing him- 
self. 

A neighbor who saw the chase told authori- 
ties in a 911 call the teen was “running around 
in the garage with his hands up, and like 
screaming.” 

Nathan fled safely to the house of another 
neighbor, who also called 911.

What’s new: Sweet and savory tarts 
and wraps. The folks at Heritage, who 
christened a commercial kitchen 
in November, pile their handmade 
tarts and wraps with organic 
products grown on their one-acre 
farm in Elburn, III., occasionally 
supplementing with produce from 
other Green City vendors. Fillings or 
toppings for May include Heritage 
asparagus, ramps, green onions, 
raspberries and rhubarb, as well 
as Capriole Farm goat cheese and 
Three Sisters Garden black beans. 
Later in the season, expect heirloom 
tomato and basil tarts (June), and 
wraps with summer squash, spring 
peas and ricotta (July).

What’s new: Grilled flatbreads.

Pink talks grand spectacle 
that is tour, love philosophy

You say this is your first headlining tour in the 
U.S. What took you so long? 

I don’t know. I’ve put a lot of work in as far as 
being a touring artist, and I’ve been doing it on 
a pretty large scale for seven or eight years now 
(overseas). 


Lots of musicians have used the circus for 
inspiration. Why do you think artists connect 
with circuses? 

When we were little, [we] probably wanted to 
run away and join the circus because it’s full of 
what mainstream society considers freakish and 
the outcasts, and it’s kind of sexy and exciting 
and big and over the top. 


There's been talk that you and Corey Hart are 
getting back together and even remarrying. Is 
that true? 

I don’t know where the remarriage thing came 
from. That kind of came out of the air. We are 
definitely back together. 


What did you take away from your time apart? 

We try to protect ourselves from being fully 
in love and fully open and fully vulnerable, and 
really all we’re doing is protecting ourselves from 
love and real love and the opportunity to really 
learn and grow with another person, so it’s actu- 
ally really detrimental, and you think it’s helping. 


So your advice would be ... 

Dive in. Absolutely, it’s not going to kill you. 


So would you remarry? 

We never really legally got divorced. Paperwork 
for both of us is really annoying. So we’re choos- 
ing to be together. Our role models are Tim 
Robbins and Susan Sarandon and Kurt Russell 
and Goldie Hawn— people who just choose to 
be together every day because they want to be 
there. And labels have never been our thing, so, 
we’re just diving into that empty swimming pool, 
headfirst. 


Much of the last record dealt with your split. Is it 
hard to sing those songs now? 

Aside from a few songs that are completely vul- 
nerable for me, when I’m writing even my angry 
kind of “So What,” for me, it’s every emotion 
involved— I’m being sarcastic, I’m being silly, 
I’m being angry, I’m all of these emotions, all at 
the same time, so I include them in my songs. 
So it’s still silly, it’s still funny, I still have anger. 
It’s really easy to just be right back there. ... I 
don’t have a hard time transplanting myself 
straight back to that moment.

Monica O’Neill, 28, had become accustomed to 
her husband’s indecisive ness. 

“Our problem is always, ‘What do you want 
to do?’ ‘I don’t care. What do you want to do?”’ 
she said. 

Usually that kind of response came across as 
a small annoyance. But as she tried to firm up 
Valentine’s Day plans this year, O’Neill said, it 
drove her crazy. 

“I was taking it to the next level, like, he 
doesn’t understand the importance of doing 
anything nice together,” said O’Neill, who lives 
in Hoffman Estates. “It’s our Valentine’s Day. 
It’s not just for me.” 

Though it’s not as devastating as cheating, 
minor problems— such as the O’Neills’ indeci- 
sion over dinner reservations— can push cou- 
ples to the brink of a blowup. 


University of Louisville psychologist Michael 
Cunningham published a study in 2005 that 
illustrated how minor irritants can build up 
over time and lead to a breakup. Annoyances 
in relationships tend to produce a small nega- 
tive reaction, but when repeated, the reaction 
grows stronger. 

In the study, men pointed to their partners’ 
possessiveness and critical remarks as annoy- 
ances, while women cited uncouth behavior, 
such as drunkenness and nose-picking. 

Couples inevitably get on each other’s nerves, 
but how they handle problems can help keep 
the relationship from crumbling because of 
the slightest irritating things. Often, the little 
annoyances can be indicative of a bigger issue, 
relationship experts told RedEye. Though an 
action itself might be insignificant, the meaning 
attached to the action can be more troubling. 

If couples want the relationship to work, they 


should identify what’s bothering them and find 
out how it can be resolved, experts say 

In short: Couples should pick their battles, 
said Charlene Krombeen, a psychotherapist in 
the Loop. The solution can sometimes be unbe- 
lievably simple. 

Elizabeth Marco, 29, of Wicker Park recalled 
a former boyfriend who peeled off his dirty 
socks and tossed them, inside-out, onto the 
floor. Gross? Sure. Big problem? No, Marco 
said, because the two took turns cleaning their 
apartment. “If that was his worst error, I’m fine 
with it,” she said. 

When does a tiny annoyance become a bigger 
problem? “The moment you start to feel resent- 
ful, angry or walked-on is the moment that’s an 
issue,” said Harlan Cohen, advice columnist 
and author of “The Naked Roommate.” 

If it’s really bothersome, couples should say 
something to each other before it becomes 


The big blowup

Story line: Andy (Anne Hathaway) is always 
at the beck and call of her boss, taking her 
calls and running errands. Her boyfriend gets 
frustrated because they don’t spend much time 
together. She misses his birthday celebration 
and the couple separate. 
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a huge deal, said Cohen, who lives in Lakeview 

“You don't want to blow these things off 
early because what happens is it becomes a 
habit. You become increasingly angry and then 
you explode one day and it's not fair because 
nobody knew,” he said. 

The lesson, according to Krombeen: Don't 
suffer in silence if the annoying habit is a poten- 
tial deal-breaker. 

Be direct about the problem and use humor 
if possible to defuse the issue, she said. That 
way, addressing the problem won't be seen as 
nagging. 

But don't have The Talk while the offense 
is happening, Cohen warned, because the sig- 
nificant other might get defensive, which could 
escalate into an argument. 

“One of the fundamental characteristics of a 
successful relationship is having the ability to be 
comfortable with the uncomfortable. You need

to make a rule that {says], ‘If I do something that 
makes you uncomfortable, I need to know,' ” Cohen 
said. 

If those on the receiving end feel they are being 
lectured, they should tell their partners they're happy 
the annoyance was brought to their attention, but 
they could’ve done so without a condescending tone, 
he said. 

While women tend to be more vocal about their 
frustrations, a lot of times men hold it in, Krombeen 
said. 

It bugged Steve Petersen, a firefighter who lives 
in Forest Park, that his girlfriend at the time always 
controlled the car radio, even switching away from 
songs he liked. 

“She didn't seem to care about what I wanted to 
do,” he said. 

At first he brought it up jokingly, but Petersen, 

27, said that turned into an argument, making him 
look like the bad guy Eventually, he said, he stopped 
saying anything about it. 

Petersen’s relationship didn’t end solely because 
of the radio issue but it played a part, he said. 

Even when certain behaviors drive them up the 
wall, some aren't quick to make their frustrations 
known. 

Lakeview resident Chris Roser, 25, knows he 
doesn't vent as quickly as he should. When his 
boyfriend made dinner and left him with the dirty 
dishes, “I bit my lip and put {the dishes] under 
water,” he said, adding he hasn't brought up the 
issue to resolve it. 

“You think you could get past it but then, 
everything else, including that one subject, 
comes up and eventually that's when the rela- 
tionship hits the rocks,” he said. 

Avoiding conflict can affect intimacy, which 
can pull a couple apart over time, Krombeen 
said. Working through conflict draws a couple 
closer, she said. She suggests negotiating a solu- 
tion. 

“If you can work through small annoying 
habits together well, even in fear of hurting the 
other person’s feelings, if you communicate 
about it, that’ll build strength to work around 
larger conflicts as well,” she said. 

O'Neill didn't keep it bottled up that she 
was upset with her husband over Valentine's 
Day plans. Instead, she talked to him later 
about how she felt. She said her husband 
told her he did care, but he knew how much 
she liked to make plans and wanted to let her 
do it. 

O’Neill said the couple compromised: She 
gave her husband a list of restaurant options 
and he picked the place. 

It's safe to say they got past their tiff: 

They're planning on welcoming their first 
child at the end of May.
